The fruits of that false doctrine, exem- 
plified by afew men who have made enor- 
mous fortunes in business, by which 
philanthropy is substituted for justice is 
admirably illustrated in the conditions 
now existing in the town of Pullman. 
It Pullman had established and con- 
ducted his business on a just basis; if he 
had been content with just profits and 
given the men whose labor helped to build 
up his magnificent enterprise a fair share 
of the earnings; if he had not squeezed 
his people in rents and wages to exploit 
his philanthropy in churches, schools 
and parks; if he had paid better wages, 
taken less rents and thus given his 
employes opportunity to build their own 
houses, churches and schools the people of 
Pullman would have been as contented 
and prosperous as the times and ordinary 
circumstances would permit. Mr. Pull- 
man would be enjoying ample means with 
the esteem of his employes and the public.

He ground the faces 
of the poor and sacrificed blood offering on 
the altar of charity. He squeezed the 
earnings out of hisemployes and mocked 
them with fine churches, school-houses 
and spacious parks as memorials of his 
liberality. The result if a disastrous strike 
and the cruel eviction ot 56,000 starving 
people, Pullman himself is pilloried in 
‘the stocks of public condemnation. 
Pullman’s experience illamines the 
saying of the Mahometan: One hour in 
the execution of justice is worth seventy 
years of prayer.’’ It is the foundation 
of true philanthropy. 


A STRATEGIC BLUNDER. 

The Democratic House majority made a 
false stroke of strategy when it tagged on 
the recéssion resolution on separate bills 
placing sugar, coal, iron oreand barbed 
wire on the free list. .

Effect of the Passage of the Tariff Bill 
in St. Louis. 


WHISKY MEN ALL ANXIOUS TO AVOID 
PAYING THE INOBSASED TAX. 


Fully $300,000 Due Usder the MoKin- 
ley Tariffon Goods in Bonded Ware- 
houses—Amount of Business Done 
Last Year. 


The passage of the Senate tariff bill has 
been anticipated by the wholesafe whisky 
dealers of st. Louis. When it became known 
yesterday that the House would recede from 
all its amendments and pase the Se.u:6 
measure, there was a rush for the Custot s 
Office to pay the whisky tax of 90 cents a gal- 
jon on domestic whisKies before it was raised 
to $1.10. This has been going on for ten days 


and arrangements have been made for the 


withdrawal from bond of practically 
all the domestic Whisky stored in 
the bonded warehouses of the city, 
Speciel Deputy Surveyor G. D. Biggs esti- 
mated this morningthe amount of whisky 
tax paid during the last ten days at $15,000. 
Owing to the doubt just when the measure 
will go into effect, the text of the bill naming 
Aug. 1, no risks are beingrun, The dealers 
have kept the whisky in bond to 
save interest on the tax, but most 


of them have private warehouses and will 
remove the released stock from the bonded 
Warehouses to save charges. 


$300,000 DUR UNDER OLD TARIFF. 

Mr. Biggs estimates that there are goods 
in bond here upon which customs duties to 
the amount of upwards of $300,000, under the 
McKinley tariff, are due. There is to be ad- 


ded about 350,000 for ‘‘general order 
goods, upon which no value has 
been set. They are held by the Coliector for 
charges and duties instead of a bond bein 
ng for the payment of such duties an 
char

THE RIGHT TO RETURN A MATTER OF 
SPECIAL CONSIDERATION. 


— — 


Otttotale, Teachers, Students, Merchants 
and Travelers Not Farred—Protection 
to Mongolian Residents—Rat‘ fication 
Required From the Flowery Kingdom 
—Details of the Chinese Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, Aus. 14.—The treaty with 
Ohina which wae ratified by the action of 
the Senate yesterday prohibits the coming of 
Chinese laborers to the United States for the 
next 10 years except upenicondltions specified 
The restriction it not to apply to the return 
of such laborers as have iawfail wives, 
children or parentsin this country, or who 
have property here of the value of 
$1,000 or debts equal to that amount 
due them. The departing Chinaman 
is to secure before leaving a certificate 
from the Collector of Customs of the district 
from which he leaves, to the fact that he has 
deposited with the collector a description of 
his famiiy, BN or credits, and this cer 
tificate is le him to return to the 
United States. n case the description proves 
to be false, the ent to return is to De for- 
felted, It is to be exercised within one year}; 
but In exceptional cases may be extended for 
another year. 
THOSE NOT BARRED. 

It is especialiy agreed that the provisions 
of this convention shall not affect the right 
of Chinese subjects, being officials, teachers, 

students, merchants or tratelers tor eart- 
osity or pleasure, but not laborers, of com- 

ing to the United States and residing therein. 


To entitle such Chinese subjects to admis- 
sion, they must producea certificate from 
thelr government, or the government where 
they last resided, the diplomatic or consular 
representative of the United states ia the 
country or port whence they departed. 

It is also agreed that Chinese laborers shal! 
continue to epjoy the, pritilegée of transit 
across the territory of the United States in 
the course of their journey to or from other 
countries, subject to such regulations by the 
Government of the United States es may de 
necessary to prevent said privilege ef transit 
being abused. 

The Secretary also guarantees to Chinese 
residents of the United states all the protec- 
tion afforded to citizens of the most favored 
nations, except the right to become natur- 
Alized citizens. 

ibe Chinese Government waives ali objec- 
tion to the requirement of the United States 
laws that Chinese residents shall be regis- 
tered, and reciprocally this Government 
consents that China shall maxe the same re- 
quirement of Americans residing in China. 

EXTENSION OF THE TREATY. 
While the treaty is made for a period of 
ten years, itis provided that it may be ex- 
tended for another like term of years unless 
either country shall give notice six months 
before the expiration of ten-year limitation 
of a desire to terminate it. 

The treaty now requires the ratification of 
Obina, but it is presumed that the Minister 
here is fully empowered by his Government 
to act for it in this matter, and ic is expected 
that the ratifications will be exchanged in a 
few days.
